THE prostate gland which is 
present only in males is located in 
front of the bladder. It varies in 
size from one to one and three- 
eighths inches in length, is about 
the same in width and is almost an 
inch thick. It is not exactly clear 
just what use the prostate gland 
is in the body. It has been sug­ 
gested that this gland may form a 
secretion which empties directly 
into the blood as do the secretions 
of both the thyroid and the pan­ 
creas. 
Late in life, the prostate gland 
may enlarge, and then it causes 
troublesome symptoms. The dis­ 
order is known as prostatitis. Just 
why the gland enlarges it not 
known. The condition rarely occurs 
in nam before the age of fifty or 
fifty-five years. 
Mistaken Notion 
Some persons have the mistaken 
notion that an infection is respon­ 
sible for this enlargement, but 
there is nowvidence to indicate that 
this is true. Tumors of the gland 
may also occur but such tumors 
are not the common cause of the 
enlargement. 
Nevertheless, the enlargement 
may endanger the person’s life be­ 
cause of the complications that 
may follow it. These complications 
are due to the blocking of the flow 
of the urine. 


Blocking of the flow of the urine 
may sooner or later lead to serious 
damage to the kidney and causa 
waste products to be retained in 
the blood instead of being elimin­ 
ated. Furthermore, infection of the 
bladder is likely to develop. For 
these various reasons, it is impor­ 
tant that a man with an enlarged 
prostate have treatment early in 
the course of the condition. 
Few Noticeable Symptoms 
When enlargement of the pros­ 
tate gland first occurs, there may 
be but few noticeable symptoms. 
However, as time passes, the symp­ 
toms become more severe. The most 
common symptom is increased fre­ 
quency of emptying of the bladder, 
especially at night. 
Then, pain and burning occur. 
Eventually, the point is rracheo at 
which the patient is unable to 
empty the bladder at all. If infec­ 
tion occurs there will ba chills, 
fever and severe sweats. 
As a general rule, some type of 
operative treatment is necessary 
to overcome the difficulty. 
In modern times, removal of the 
prostate gland is accomplished 
without opening the abdomen. The 
operation is known as transure­ 
thral prostatectomy. With this, 
there is a lower mortality rata, 
fever complications, and a aborter 
stay in the hospital.

“These men will work dur­ 
ing the day and study a specialty 
at night school. Moat of those who 
want to devote themselves srictly 
to school are single.

The problems tabulated by eoun- 
aelor* range from those concerned 
with insurance to those dealing 
with family relationship*.
